Among ihora already com- 
plctod, the biological "Tavriya" 
experiment Is worthy of atten- 
tion.

Biological prepara- 
tions are divided In tho electro- 
phorelic chambers of tho Instal- 
lations with Iho aim of obtaining 
xuperpuro substances. For In- 
sliince, a su pci pure proparalion 
obtained from the coverings of 
various flu viruses, will be used 
to create anti -flu vaccines. An 
experiment to divide the cells, 
representing a basis for tho pro- 
duction of an effective antibiotic 
was conducted in the installa- 
tions. n may be used as a medi- 
cine or as a powerful stimulator 
or the growth or ihe biomass, 
for raising tho productivity of 
meat and milk -producing cattle. 

The ’Tamponazh" experiment 
will also have a practical . appli- 
cation.

Duarte ts using Ihe same me- 
thods as his predecessors — 
crude force, terror and brutali- 
ty.

The army 
Is now using 150,000 rounds ol 
ammunition dally but this Is not 
onough, he complal ned. The 
message is dear — give the 
military more arms and the 
“democratization process" will 
lake care of itself. 

Well, the USA Is qulie ac- 
commodating In this respect. 
Though It waa far from easy 
sailing, Ihe Reagan administra- 
tion pushed through Congress 
an allocation of G2.00D.Q00 dol- 
lars for urgent military and eco- 
nomic aid to El Salvador. Com- 
ing hard on the heels of Lhls El 
Salvador played host to general 
John Vesscy, Chairman of. the 
US Joint Chtafs ol Staff. Duarte 
himself paid an official visit lo 
West Germany as well as lo 
some olhor countries wllh re- 
quests Tor aid. As In Washing- 
ton, he waa everywhere accord- 
ed a most cordial welcome. 
Such Is Ihe real face of Ihe 
Western champions ol "human 
rights and democracy" — they 
do not mind Duarte butchering 
his own people; the Important 
thing for Ihem is that lie advan- 
ces the interests of the West.

Nakasone opposes any treaty banning nuclear weapons 


Tokyo, In defiance ol ihe will 
of the overwhelming majority 
of the Japanese population, the 
government of Y. Nakasone of- 
ficially declared that 11 Is 
against any International agree- 
ment banning the use of 
nudear weapons. This state- 
ment so openly supporting the 
plans for nudear war, nurtured 
by tho US administration, forms 
part of a special resolution 
adopted ai ihe session or the 
Cabinet of Ministers In reply to 
Ihe inquiry from the Socialist 
MPa. 


The Nakasone government 
flatly turned down Ihe demand 
or the opposition lo codify the 
three earlier proclaimed non- 
nuclear principles of Japan: not 
Lo Import, produce or possess 
nuclear weapons. Moreover, the 
Cabinet made il clear that it in- 
tended to open Its pods, with- 
out any restrictions, for Amer- 
ican cruise missile warships. 

Assuming the role of an ac- 
tive participant in the US poli- 
cy of whipping up military con- 
frontation on the planet, Tokyo 
has for many years been 


"against" or osioiilatlously ''ab- 
staining' 1 from voting, at the 
sessions of the UN Gauoral As- 
sembly or at other International 
forums, for any resolutions de- 
manding that the arms race be 
curbed. The Japanese Govern- 
ment Is stubbornly Ignoring the 
public demands to declare 
Japan a nuclear-free state, and 
not long ago Premier Nakaso- 
ne, In one of his statements, 
even endowed Washing! on wllh 
a certain "sovereign right" to 
use mass deal ruction weapons. 


there equipped with the espion- 
age AWACS systems.

In a recent Interview to 
Reuters News Agency, Anders

AMERICAN MILITARY AID: 
WHAT IS HUSHED UP 
IN WASHINGTON 



Tha US administration Is plan- 
ning la allocate 6,400 million 
dollars for "military aid lo 
foreign countries'* In tha 1965 
fiscal year. 

Tha purpose of the aid has 
bean accurately outlined by 
President Reagan, Defense Sec- 
retary Caspar W. Weinberger 
and Secretary of 5tate George 
ShuHt. It Is the same “protec- 
tion of US vital Into rests over- 
*eas", ensuring American mil 11 - 
ary presence In the key strate- 
gic points ol the globe and 
complete freedom" for U5 cap- 
ital and corporations In the 
"third world". 

It was also mentioned that the 
closest friends of Ihe USA in 
Ihoso points and areas will now 
be granted military aid not In 
the form of credits lo be re* 
piyed, as had always been Ihe 
caie, but In the form ol sub- 
sidies for buying US arms.

According to the press reports 
ol this region, over Ihe past live 
years the USA stepped up 2.5 
times its arms suppllos to the 
area. As for tha USA Itself, It al- 
located for military purposes 
four times more Ilian 5 years ago 
—8,000 million dollars. Today a 
wave of protests Is rising In 
Thailand against the planned 
purchase of US F-16A fighter- 
bombers. Each of them will cost 
that country 32 million dollars. 
But only hall ol this sum Is the 
sale price and the rest will go 
for mastering the aircraft. Tne 
Thai people wonder what they 
need all this lor If Ihe country 
already owes 13,000 million dol- 
lars, mainly for weapons re- 
ceived from tha USA. 

Here Is another example: In 
ihe next few years the USA will 
supply Pakistan with 3,200 mil- 
lion dollars worth ol armaments. 
But the deliveries of aircraft, 
heavy guns and missiles, now un- 
der way, looked like the first 
slona which gave rise to a land- 
slide. in this case II was the 
country’s military expanses swel- 
ling like an avalanche. They are 
already drawing close to Its en- 
tire budget, and Islamabad has 
just announced a new 20 per 
cent Increase of these expenses 
In the 1984-85 fiscal year.

Minsk, the capital ot Byelorussia, recently be- 
came the ninth city In the Sovlel Union to 
build e subway system. Die first route, some 
nine kilometres long, extends under tho city’s 
main thorough faro, Lcninsky Prospekl. The ser- 
vice is capable of conveying 40 thousand pas- 
sengers an hour. The fact that In a big city — 
Minsk lias a population ol over a million — the 
underground Ib always economically feasible is 
quite obvious. By the end ot next year tho main- 
lenonce ol MlnBk subway will cast 2.0 million 


roubles less than the cosl oi maintaining the 
surface passenger transport . 

The construction of the subway was under- 
taken by specialists from several Union repub- 
lics, with SO towns supplying tho needed equip- 
ment. Several new methods and solutions were 
employed In the construction ot the Minsk sub- 
way, Including a new design for n column type 
station and an efficient and safety method for 
creasing a broad river by a subsurface metro 
tunnel.

Institute trains cooperators for developing countries 




Cenlrosoyuz — Iho headquarters ol the USSR co- 
operative societies — has since 1030 run In Mos- 
cow a high educational establishment for U 10 coun- 
liy's cooperators. Seven years later young men and 
women from Mongolia wore Invited to sludy ihere. 
These were (he first 12 foreign students who re- 
ceived Soviet scholarships within Uie framework of 
International aid programme. Since (hen 2,700 spe- 
cialists for the national cooperative systems of 70 
countries have been (rained In four Soviet special- 
ized colleges: In Moscow, Novosibirsk, Poltava and 
Lvov, Including 1,950 cooperators trained for 56 de- 
veloping countries, mainly at the Moscow Coopera- 
ilvo Institute. 

During the studies al the Institute the Centroso- 
yuz pays foreign students grants which are twice as 
much as the stipend paid Lo Soviet students. Por 
ihose who hall Trom warm countries the Centro- 
royuz buys winter clothes. Travel expenses to Mos- 
cow and back are also paid for by Soviet coopera- 
lois. Foreigners are provided with free vouchers 
for accommodation ot the country's resorts. 

Like oil Sovlel students, foreigners use free of 
charge any textbooks and study-aids. They live In 
iloimltoites Uie pay for which Is symbolic. Tho 
main thing Is that they oblate the most up-to-date 
knowlcdgo and at short and comprehensive courses 
taka their practlcals in the best cooperative organl- 
nllons of Ihe Centrosoyuz,
